EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—Most 
citizens — and 
businessmen 


are included—have only the 
vaguest notion of how the 
U. S. economic forces work to 
give us the greatest prosper- 
ity of any nation in the world. 


That's whafRobert Sweany, dis- 


trict manager of the U. S. Cham' 
ber of Commerce told the Dixon 
Industrial Council last night. 


And he told the businessmen and 


industrialists that they'd better 
get on the ball if they wanted to 
stem the drift to other than the 
free enterprise system. He didn't 
mention 
Socialism, 
but 
that's 


What's in the offing, he hinted. 


Sweany said the result of a sur- 


vey taken among 1,286 U. S. high 
school seniors a lew years ago 
revealed some startling facts. For 
example, he said 82 per cent of 
those contacted said that the U. S. 
economy was in the hands of 
monopolies. 


Only 39 per cent thought it was 


necessary to keep incentive alive. 


Fifty-six per cent thought it 


was quite proper to take profits 
mway from management and 
give it to labor. 


Sixty per cent believed that it 


was not important for an employe 
to "give all" in helping his indus- 
try progress and prosper. 


And, moat astonishing of all, 


'—{Mt-per-cent-thought quite appro- 


priate the statement, "From 
each to his ability to each ac- 
cording to his need," taken 
straight from the dogma of Karl 
Marx! 
* * * * 


In the farm category, the atti- 


tude is similarly alarming, accord- 
Ing to surveys. Sixty per cent of 
the farmers believe that business- 
men set the prices of their mer- 
chandise: roughly 40 per cent on 
the average believe government 
should set limits on profits; and 
an equal number think that there 
should be a ceiling on salaries and 
prices. 
• • • * 


But in the category of what is 


known as "the general public," 
the ignorance of economics is 
enormous. 
In a fairly recent 


survey. 
Sweany revealed, 
the 


"public" thought that business 
profit* were ranged from "25 
to 50 per cent." Actually, the 
national average is only 3.4 per 
cent. 


What is a "fair" profit for 


business? 
Well, this survey of 


the public revealed that most 
thought "15 per cent" was about 
right! 


The public, said Sweany. is gen- 


erally unaware that from 1939 
until 1952 the average of prices 
rose 92 per cent and that hourly 
earnings rose 192 per cent. 


The public is also quite ignorant 


of the fact that one of three busi- 
ness firms fail to make a profit 
at all.

today announced that Dixon's 
three per cent sales'tax will 
go into effect Thursday—not 
Oct. 1 as previously an- 
nounced. 


The mayor said that he and City 


Atty. Edward Jones discovered 
that commission-form city govern- 
ments can start collecting the tax 
10 days after the ordinance is pub- 
lished if the treasure contains the 
"urgency" clause. 


The Dixon city council passed the 


tax Aug. 16. The ordinance was 
published in The Evening Tele- 
graph Aug. 20. 


"Under the law, which te supposed 


to expire in 1957, the state receives 
two-and-a-half per cent and Dixon 
receives tho remaining half 'per 
cent. 


Here is the three-cent sales tax 


rate : 


1 to 13 cents, no tax. 
14 to 44 cents, 1 cent tax. 
45 to 7> cents, 2 cents,—- —•-- 
75 to SJ.16. 3 cents. 
On each £ur.ther addition of 33- 


and-a-third cents or any fraction 
to the selling price, 1 additional 
cent.

Drinking, Driving 
Ordinances Get 
Council Airing 


Bicycle licenses, di inking, driv- 


ing, daylight timo and fire insur- 
ance ratings were the general top- 
ics of discussion during the Dixon 
city council session Tuesday night. 


The council,placed on file pro- 


posed ordinances to license all bi- 
cycles in Dixon, ptohibit drinking 
on a public'street or in a public 
place, and create a careless driving 
law. 


A petition requesting the council 


to reconsider its stand on the exten- 
sion of daylight time was tabled 
and action was initiated to learn 
why Dixon hasn't received its 
Class 6 fire insurance rating — aa 
promised by the Illinois Inspection 
Bureau. Dixon now has a Class 7 
rating. 


Paul Potts, commissioner of pub- 


lic health and safely, lecommend- 
ed the passage of the three pro- 
posed ordinances. 


H« said Ihf bicycle ordinance is 


ne«ded tftr the.'prgtictioij of bicycle 
ITdern, those Injured in bicycle ac- 
cidents and to aid U\e police in re- 
covering stolen or lost bicycles. 


License 25 Cents 


•The license fee would be'a quar- 


ter, the-cost of the tag, and would 
be in force for one year. The J.«.g 
would be displayed on the rear 
fender of the bicycle. 


A person riding a bicycle without 


a license would be subject to a 
maximum fine of 1525 or face the 
possibility of having his bicycle 
impounded by the police depart- 
ment for a period not to exceed 
30 days.

the drinking ordinance 
is 


passed, a person convicted of drink- 
ing or consuming alcoholic bever- 
ages on a public street or alley or 
in a public place open to public 
view (such as in the high school 
tennis courts i xvould be subject to 
fine of not le.'-s than $1 nor more 
than 550. 


Jf the careless driving ordinance 


is passed, a person convicted of 
careless driving would face a max- 
imum fine of $10. This ordinance 
is not to be confused with reckless 
driving, a more serious traffic of- 
fense.

for 36 of those years.

Suddenly he 
felt weak, excused himself and 
went to his bedroom. A physician 
was called but life quickly «bbed. 
Death was attributed to a coronary 
thrombosis. 


Only five months ago Ray, whose 


family had controlled the news- 
paper for three generations, sold 
his stock interest in the Globe- 
Democrat to Samuel I. Newhouse 
of New York. 


Ray remained as editor, publish- 


er and chairman of the board for 
Nev/house, 
who owns 20 other 


newspapers. 


At the age of 34, Ray assumed 


direction of the newspaper by be- 
coming trustee of the estate of a 
cousin, Miss Ellen J. McKee. At 
that time he was named president, 
editor and general manager. Seven 
years later he became principal 
owner. 


For 
29 consective years he 


served as a member of the Board 
of Directors of The Associated 
Press, beginning in 1923. He also 
was elected a vice president of 
The Associated Press. 


Ray passed up a chance for a 


college .education to take a $10-a- 
week job in the business office of 
the Globe-Democrat at" 18. He rose

Perjury Indictment Brings Up War II Mystery Murder 


By JAMES MARLOW

WASHINGTON (*—In every way 


except one Aldo Icardi, a former 
Army lieutenant, was safe from 
court trial in the death of his com- 
manding officer during World War 
II in Italy. Now the one has been 
used. 


The Italian government wanted 


him returned there to face trial for 
murder. A U.S. court ruled he 
could not be forced to go. An Ital- 
ian court tried him—without his be- 
ing there—and sentenced him to 
life imprisonment. 


It's a sentence he will never 


have to serve unless he returns to 
Italy. Icardi, who all along has 
said he's innocent, seemed safe 
from, trial. 


Perjury Charge 


But now a federal grand jury 


has charged him with committing 
perjury in testimony about the 
death of his wartime commanding 
officer, Maj. William Hoi oh an. 
But, ironically, the government 
can't prove he lied on these 
charge* unless it implicates him in 
Holohan's slaying. 


The worst punishment he faces 


is jail for perjury, not murder. If 
found 
guilty he faces a 
stiff 


stretch. He was indicetd on a total 
of eight counts. Each carries a 
maximum penalty of five years. 


Holohan, the Defense Depart- 


ment thought for a while, had been 
lost in action. After the war it be- 
gan investigating. Finally in 195,1 
the department gave this account 
of what had happened: 


Maj. Holohan of New York, then 


40, Lt. Icardi, then 23, and Sgt. 
Carl Lo Dolce, then 22, were all 
members of the Office of Strategic 
Services. 


Go Behind Lines 


Icardi, from Pittsburgh, Pa., and 


Lo Dolce, from Rochester, N. Y., 
both spoke Italian. The three men 
were parachuted late in 1944"be- 
hind the German lines in northern 
Italy to arrange the delivery of 
arms and other supplies to the 
Italian underground fighters—both 
Communist and non-Communist. 
Holohan was suspicious of the

Communists. Icardi wanted the 
Communists to get arms. 


Icardi hatched a plot to get rid 


of the major. Holohan was ''fed 
poison in his soup one night. Icar- 
di, fearing it wouldn't finish him, 
drew cards or tossed a coin with- 
Lo Dolce to see which would kill 
him. Lo Dolce lost and shot the 
major in the head. His body was 
dumped in 30 feet of water in Lake 
Orta. 


Holohan's body was found in the 


lake in 1950, well preserved by the 
icy water. It had two bullet holes 
in the head.

Army with honorable discharges. 
Icardi is a salesman in Pittsburgh 
now and wants to be a lawyer. Lo 
Dolce is a tool designer in Roches- 
ter. 


2. Two Italians admitted t h e y 


had a part in the killing and dump- 
Ing the body in the lake. They 
were tried in Italy and acquitted. 


Icardi, back in Pittsburgh and 


confronted with these charges, de- 
nied them and said the last time 
he had seen Holohan was during a 
skirmish with German troops. Lo 
Dolce also has continued to affirm 
his innocence. 


In 1953 a House Armed Services 


subcommittee investigated the case 
and called Icardi and Lo Dolce as 
witnesses. Lo Dolce avoided going. 
Icardi testified.

The subcommittee later reported 


there was enough evidence to in- 
dict Icardi and Lo Dolce. But it 
agreed with the Defense Depart- 
ment . that there was no way to 
prosecute them in the U. S. for a 
crime in Italy. 


This week a federal grand Jury 


indicted Icardi—but not Lo Dolce, 
since he • didn't testify in 1953— 
with committnig perjury before .the 
committee two years ago when, 
among other things, he denied: 


Holohan was murdered, that he 


and Lo Dolce drew cards to .deter- 
mine which of them would kill the 
major, and that Icardi ordered an 
Italian partisan working with him 
to poison the.major.

the matter of a settlement at Formosa or other major dan- 
ger spots in the Far East. 


Still, the Red Chinese continue to indicate that they 


want a peaceful solution of the Formosa question and similar 
explosive issues. And however, long drawn out and perhaps 
unfruitful these talks might1 prove to be, the United States 
obviously is committed to the quest for peace in Asia and 
thus must not turn its back on the conference table.

Actually, as Keyes Beech of the Chicago Daily News 


Foreign Service recently observed, Peiping's "peace" ap- 
proach works a considerably greater hardship on two other 
participants in the Asian drama: Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek of National China and President Syngman Rhee of 
South Korea. 


"The hopes of both men thrive on tensions," Beech 


writes from Tokyo. "To put it bluntly, they need a war." 


That's a harsh statement, but it appears to be painfully 


true. 


Chiang knows full well that short of general war in Asia 


there is no prospect that the United States will assist him in 
an attempted return from Formosa to the Chinese mainland 


By the same token, Rhee understands that the 1953 Ko- 


rean truce shifted the struggle for a united Korea to the 
political arena. He realizes that a political solution is re- 
mote, and that only a big war would produce the kind oJ 
fluidity in Asia that would once more open the way for mili- 
tary operations against Communist North Korea.

The evidence of their public utterances suggests that 


Chiang and Rhee—especially the latter—are willing to have 
the world take the gamble of a general Asian war in the hope 
It will allow f ulf illment of their dreams. 


Naturally America is not sympathetic to this approach 


But it is thoroughly sympathetic with the goals of these two 
leaders, who still are ranged on the side of freedom in the 
Asian struggle. 


Americans are deeply regretful, too, that the turn of 


events and the circumstances of military power in Asia have 
made it so difficult for these uncompromising foes of com- 
munism to realize their aspirations.

The Doctor Says 


Prostate Gland Infections 
Can Be Acute or Chronic

Is prostatitis, what causes it,v'iiow 
it can be treated and whetherjt re- 
curs aiter treatment.

In giving a discussion which I 


hope will answer the questions, I 
should like to make is clear that 
I presume the writer is referring 
to infection or irritation of the 
prostate gland rather than simple 
enlargement \v"hich is so common 
among; men as they grow older. 


The prostate (from which pros- 


tatitis gets its name) is a small 
sex gland lying back and near the 
outlet of the urinary bladder. The 
openings to and from it are small 
so that it is a particularly good spot 
for germs to grow. For practical 
purposes, infections of this gland 
are commonly classified as acute 
or chronic. 


ACUTE PROSTATIT1S is often, 


but not always, caused by a germ 
called the gonococcus" which is the 
cause of gonorrhea. Many other 
organisms, however, can grow in 
this gland and mixtures of germs 
are frequent. Germs can invade 
the prostate along the urinary pas- 
sageways or can be carried there 
by the blood stream. 


The symptoms of acute infection 


of the prostate may be mild or 
severe. 


Most common at the beginning 


are distuibances of urination, such 
as burning, frequency, and drib- 
bling:. Pain or a feeling- of fullness 
is often present. 


During the acute stage absolute 


rest in bed and 
avoidance of 


strain, is usually necessary. The 
application of heat, alkalimzing the 


urine and drinking fluids freely 
also may be desirable. In the past 
this was about all which could be 
done at first, but now medication 
principally the antibiotics, have 
proved of great help. 


CHROMC INFLAMMATION of 


the prostate is a common compli 
cation of the acute variety, but 
thanks to improved methods of 
treating acute prostatitis, the chro- 
nic variety is becoming less fre- 
quent. 


Chronic protatitis often produces 


few if any symptoms. Some pa- 
tients have only a small amount ol 
pus. Others have urinary symp- 
toms similar to those of the acute 
variety but not so severe. Occasion- 
ally local signs of prostate infec 
tion may be absent altogether, but 
the infection may cause difficul 
ties elsewhere in the body such as 
arthritis, neuritis, muscle pains or 
iritis. 


IX ORDER TO MAKE an ac 


curate 
diagnosis, 
the 
prostatic 


secretion has to be obtained and 
examined under the microscope. 
This will reveal the nature of the 
trouble and what germs arc respon- 
sible. 


A long-lasting chronic prostatitis 


is difficult to treat. Such methods 
as promoting drainage, prostatic 
massage, heat applications and 
sometimes vaccines or treatment 
with drugs are used. 


Whatever treatment is followed, 


however, may take a long time and 
prove 
discouraging. 
Antibiotics 


and other preparations, however, 
may pro\ e useful even in long last- 
ing chronic prostatitis.

Give your children a set of safe- 


ty rules to live by. -whether they 
walk, ride a bicycle or ride on a 
bus to go to school. 


Knowing where and how to cross 


the street or road is important for 
children who walk to school, says 
O. L. Hogsett, extension safety 
specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture. If pos- 
sible, they 
should 
always use 


marked crosswalks. After seeing 
that the way is clear, they should 
walk, not run, across the street. 


Where therfe are no sidewalks, 


children should walk on the left- 
hand shoulder of the road so that 
they can see oncoming cars. A 
bright jacket or cap will help driv- 
ers see them. 


Bicycle riders not only must obey 


traffic signs, taut must be ready, to 
Srive way to thoughtless or care- 
less drivers.

Surplus Farm Goods Still 
Specter in Fertile U. S. 
It Haunts Diplomats? 
Economy, Government 


EDITORS >'OTE: WASHLVG- 


TOX — The U. 8. government'is 
buying up vast quantities of sur- 
plus cotton, wheat, corn, rice and 
dairy products, and is paying out 
•ome $20,(KW an hour in storage 
costs. 


The result is a king-size head- 


ache afflicting politicians, econo- 
mist* and diplomats alike. 


To Ml the story behind, that 


headache AP reporter Warren 
Rngeru Jr. has written a three- 
part scries.

WASHINGTON (ft — The specter 


of surplus farm goods haunting the 
American economy is casting a 
pall over diplomacy and American 
politics. 


The problem is older than the 


republic. It grows bigger by the 
day, and no ready solution is in 
sight. 
•

• 


A quarter century before the 


American Revolution the colonial 
government of Virginia bought up 
and burned an extra heavy tobacco 
crop to keep the price from going 
down. 


The U. S. government 200 years 


later still follows this basic price- 
propping pattern. But it no longer 
destroys surplus farm goods. It 
puts them away, at the staggering 
over-all storage cost of §20,000 an 
hour. 


What To Wo? 


-Where did it all come from—this 


five billion, dollars in excess cotton, 
wheat, corn, rice, dairy products 
and other commodities? What's to 
become of it? 
'What would happen if all the 
U.S.' surplus were' unloaded, at 
fire sale prices? At home, the farm 
economy would be knocked into a 
cocked 
hat. 
Abroad, •• exporting 


countries . whose friendships the 
United States badly needs would 
be infuriated, perhaps alienated 
for good* at the sight of their own 
markets gone glimmering. 


And no politician is likely on the 


eve of the 1958 Presidential year, 
to forget 1948. That was the year 
of Harry S. Truman's surprise 
presidential'victory; due in great 
part to a. switch of disgruntled Re- 
publican votes in the- 11 Midwest 
farm states. 


Too Efficient 


. The ironic truth about the cause 
of the. surplus is that American 
farmers, with the government.un- 
derwriting them, against the vaga- 
ries of nature, are too efficient. 
Cotton, a chronic headache, is a 
classic example: 


"To hold down cotton production 


this year we cut the allotted cotton 
land to IS million acres — 14 per 
cent below last year," ^one govern- 
ment official recalled. 


"Well, the cotton farmer, bought 


a little more fertilizer, got another 


tractor and more bug killer. Now 
we're expecting a record yield p«r 
..acre, throwing total production to 
within 7 per cent of 1954." 


The law directs thst the fix b3.aic 


commodities—corn, cotton, wheat, 
rice, tobacco and peanuts — must 
be federally supported at between 
82U and 90 per cent of parity. 
This means a farmer "who cooper- 
ates by accepting acreage allot- 
ments and marketing quotas will 
have his produce taken off his 
hands by the government any time 
he can't get at least the support 
price fox it in the market place. 


There's More 


In addition to the six basics, 


tung nuts, honey, dairy products, 
wool and mohair must be supported 
at between 75 and 90 per cent of 
parity. Other commodities are sim- 
ilarly supported as appropriated 
for. 


The reason for all this .help to 


the farmer is that he is considered 
basic to the economy. Letting his

consumption. Our \vheat surplus is 
no longer growing. . .

"Unless Congress raises .the sup- 


port price — and remember next 
year is an election year — we can 
•hold the line and wait for a short 
crop, either here or in a big pro- 
ducer like Canada. Then we could 
draw off our surplus. 


"The livestock industry is eat- 


ing us out of the corn surplus. Th« 
dairy situation is no longer grim. 
Our only real headaches are cotton 
and rice." 
. . 


Cotton is pesky because "of com- 


petition. It must compete with for- 
eign cotton and all other fibers as 
well — especially the 'synthetics 
like rayon and the new "miracle" 
fabrics. 


Rice simply has no place to go. 


The American people generally 
don't care for it. and in -areas like 
| Southeast Asia where it'is a staple 
there are friendly nations, such 
as Burma, already producing it in 
surplus.
